TURKS PRESENTED. 
WITH ULTIMATUM 


Porte Must Accede to Balkans’ De- 
mands by Monday or Nego- 
tiations Are Off. 


London, January %8.—Although the 
word “ultimatum” Was not pro- 
nounced, what practicallv was an ulti- 
matum was presented to’ Turkey at to- 
day’s sittine of the peace conference 
on behalf of the Balkan allies. Lazar 
Miyuskovitch, head of the Montenegrin 
delegation, who presided, told Rechad 
Pasha, after the Turks had submitted 
a proposal which was considered unac- 
ceptable, that either by Monday Tur- 
key must find a way to renounce to 
the allies her rights over the Island of 
Crete, cede the islands in the Aegean 
sea and present a rectification of the 
frontier of European Turkey which 
would include Adrianople in the terri- 
tory of the allies, or the allies would 
consider that furthe-~ negotiations for 
peace were useless. 

Immediately after the minutes of the 
last sitting had been approved, M. 
Miyuskovitch askeq Rechad Pasha to 
present to the delegates the promised 
new Turkish proposals. Rechad, who 
had been working hard over a cipher 
telegram until a few minutes before 
the session Was called to order, seem- 
ed rather depressed. On rising, he 
said his imperial government, desir- 
ing further to emphasize the concilia- 
tory spirit that animated it, had au- 
thorized the Turkish military and tech- 
nical experts attached to the Ottoman 
delegation to mark on a map the pro- 
posed new frontiers between Turkey

Obtains Tal fo Determine 
Cause of Detention, 


GETS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT 


Venezuelan Claims He Is Being Held 
at Ellis Island in Violation of 
His Rights. 


i 


New York, January 3.—The federal 
courts were invoked today in behalf of 
Cipriano Castro, and a writ of habeas 
corpus was granted to bring him be- 
fore a judicial tribumal which may de- 
termine the cause of his detention at 
this port. It was alleeed in the appli- 
cation that the former’ president of 
Venezuela was being illegally held at 
the immigration station on Ellis 
island here, where he has been de- 
taine dsince hig arrivalon a French 
liner last Tuesday, and the court will 
be asked to set him.at liberty. The 
writ is returnable January 10 before 
Federal Judge Holt, who granted it 
today. 

Castro, immediately upon finding his 
right to lang was being questioned, 
had decided to return voluntarily to 
Europe, and engaged passage on the 
steamer Amerika, sailing tomorrow for 
Hamburg. Today, however, aS soon as 
he learned the writ had been granted, 
he cancelled his passage. 

Action Causeg Surprise. 

The starting of the proceedings to 
determine the status of Castro came as 
a surprise, for the former Venezuelan 
executive apparently had given up 
without especial regret his declared 
intention of paying this country a 
sight-seeing visit, and had declared his 
desire to return to Europe as duickly 
ag a steamer could carry him. 

The: proceedings, it was stated to- 
night at the offices of George Gordon 
Battle, who applied for the writ, grew 
out of a visit paid to Ellis island yes- 
terday by Harold A, Content, connect- 
ed with Mr. Battle’s law firm. He re- 
ported to Mr. Battle, who advised the 
visit. Mr. Content stated that after 
talking with Castro, he believed the 
Venezuelan was being held in viola- 
tion of the immigration laws, and that 
improper questions Were | t put .to 
hit 1 ail opOHe AS ae eal ig eotnmatt 
himself, and thus give specific cause 
for detaining’ him, if that proved nec- 
essary. It was. then determined to 
apply for the writ “in the interests of 
public citizenship.” As soon as the 
writ was procured, messengers hurried 
to Ellis island and served Byron 'H. 
Uhl, assistant immigration commis- 
sioner, with a copy of the document. 

Can’t Leave Ellis Island. 

The granting of the writ does not, 
attorneys stated, give Castro the right 
to leave Ellis Island, .and he is ex- 
pected go remain under detention there 
unless other means are decided upon 
to release him pending final disposi- 
tion of tthe case. 

The petition asking for a hearing 
for Castro asserted that the. attorney 
who went to see him vesterday was 
granted permission for an interview 
only upon condition that he would not 
make any suggestion to Castro by 
which the hatter might make effort: 10 
land in this country, and that when 
the lawyer gained access to the Venez- 
uelan he was accompanied by repre- 
sentatives of the immigration authori- 
ties, who remained present throughout 
the talk. It was declared that Castro 
informed the attorney that he had de- 
sired and intended to visit this country 
for a period of about three months, and 
that he still. desired to make such a 
visit. 

The petition declared that, because 
of restrictions imposed upon communi- 
cation with Castro, it had been im- 
possible to get his signature to the 
petition. It was declared, however, that 
Castro desired to be discharged, and to 
be allowed to land, and that he had in- 
structed the petitioner to make the 
pending application in his behalf.

The only proof needed of tthe pop- 
ularity of the parcels post, which was 
put into effect by the postoffice au- 
thorities on last Wednesday, is the 
wonderful increase in business during 
the three days it has been in operation. 

The figures are now complete for the 
first two days—Wednesday and Thurs- 
day—but those of Friday will not be 
ready for publication until some time 
today. The increase is bound to be a 
large one, however, as the figures 
which had been compiled at 8 o’clock 
last night, showing the business done 
up to that hour, were larger than for 
the entire preceding day. 

Postoffice Does Rushing Business. 

With 5,098 separate packages, having 
an aggregate weight of 3,328 pounds 
and requiring an investment of $335.17 
in parcels past stamps, telling the 
story of the Atlanta postoffice’s first 
two days in the parcels post history, 
the service started upon its third day’s 
work Friday midnight, 

These figures have nothing to do 
whatever with what the postoffice 
service designates as “locals,” because 
“locals” come within a cheaper zone, 
and are accounted for in a separate 
report. 

While the force was sending out the 
mail matter indicated, another force 
was handling incoming parcels. On 
the first day there were received at 
the Atlanta office for local distribution 
138 packages. The second day there 
came 810, while up to 8 o’clock last 
night the pieces received aggregated 
1,850. 

A complete recount of the third day’s 
parcels post work cannot be made by 
Postmaster McKee until a compilation 
today of the several reports dealing 
Twith incoming an 
dad Gistributién. of oeal packawes 
shall have been completed. 

Work Keeping Apace. 

The work up to 8 o'clock last night 
made it quite apparent that the third 
day was keeping pace with the two 
days preceeding---that the third day’s 
increase in busines was ‘maintaining 
its stride when compared with the 
second. day’s gain over the first. The 
second day’s work showed an increase 
of 3,056 packages over the first, while 
the second day’s weight was greater 
than the first -by 1,254 pounds; also, 
there was a balance of $169.17 in par- 
cels post stamps in favor of the sec- 
ond over the first day. 

At 8 o’clock last night the outgoing 
records showed 4,700 parcels dispatch- 
ed to points in every zone on the par- 
cels post map. Also, at the howr of 
computation, the. figures indicated that 
1,850 packages had reached Atlanta, 
coming from almost every section of

A BANDITS. SHOOT 
WAY TO FREEDOM 


With Tray of Diamonds Thieves 
Elude Chicago Police, 


WOMAN AIDS THEIR ESCAPE 


Stopped by Cop in Crush, Gunmen 
Invite Him in Car, Then Shoot 
and Stab Him. 


Chicago, January 3.—Four automo- 
biles bandits smashed in a jewelry 
store window here today and escaped 
with a tray of diamonds after a run- 
ning revolver fight with police. Their 
escape was aided by a fashionably- 
dressed woman who apparently faint- 
ed into the arms of a policeman ag he 
started to draw his revolver. As soon 
as the thieves were out of sight the 
woman recovered herself and disap- 
peared. 

A few minutes later the bandits’ car 
Was boarded by a policeman who 
charged them with speeding and or- 
dered them to drive e, a police sta- 
tion. They wheeled into a quiet street 
with the policeman and there shot, 
stabbed and beat him and threw him 
off the car. 

The men abandoned their automo- 
bile, which had been’stolen just be- 
fore the robbery, and disappeared in 
a crowded section of the west side. 

The thieves stole the car from in 
front of a downtown business building 
late in the afternoon. 

Woman Aids Bandits. 

A short time later a window of a 
Clark street jewelry store was smash- 
ed. - Two men beat in the show win- 
dow with bricks, seized a tray of rings 
and jumped into an automobile that 
was moving slowly by the curb. Po- 


liceman Charles Hanson ran up, but: !!V¥é- 


at that moment a woman gave a shriek 
and threw herself into this arms. Han- 
son could not draw his pistol, but two 
policemen in plain clothes opened fire 
on the thieves. The bandits returned 
the fire as they akambered into the’ 
catand One. of they thfeves was seen 
to fall into a Seat, and is” thowght to 
have’ been wounded. 

Twenty shots were exchanged as the 
machine gained speed. The chauffeur 
manipulated the- exhaust so that it 
poured out a ¢loud -of. smoke which 
aided in the escape. The plain clothes 
police ran after the car and at the next 
corner commandeered a passing high- 
powered automobile and .ordered its 
chauffeur to pursue the thieves, who, 
however, had so gor4 start that they 
escaped. 

Cop Invited Aboard. 

The bandits’ car was stopped by 
Policemay Charles Sticken in a traffic 
jam a few blocks from the scene of 
the robbery. Sticken arrested the 
chauffeur for speeding. 

“Jump in, old man, and we'll take 
you to the station house,” said one of 
the men to Sticken.

Trouble Is Feared if Black Is Cap- 
tured Who Fatally Wounded 
Watt Baston. 


Thomson, Ga., January 3.—(Special.), 
The fatal wounding of Watt Baston, 
deputy sheriff and farmer, by a negro 
whom he had arrested this afternoon, 
has started a determined posse in 
search of the fugitive, and serious 
trouble is feared if he is captured. 

The negro’s wife is thought to have 
joined him after she had leveled a gun 
at Hunter Clary, son of Sheriff Clary, 
who shot at Butter after Baston was 
apparently killed. 

When the officer told the negro he 
wanted him on a warrant charging 
theft of a mule, the negro was s0 
peaceable and quiet that Baston, turn- 
ing to go to his buggy, neglected the 
precaution of placing the black in 
front of him. Without warning, Baston 
was suddenly knocked to the ground, 
the huge negro on top of him, strug- 
fling to gain possession of the gun. 

Baston Shot Twice in Face. 

In the scuffle the officer was seri- 
ously bitten by the negro, and then 
struck on the head with the gun. As 
he turned to flee, Butler fired twice at 
Baston as he struggled to rise, both 
loads taking effect in the face, and in- 
flicting what will probably be death 
wounds. 

Clary ran to the assistance of his 
partner, and Butler fled.* The young 
man shot twice, apparently hitting the 
negro, but failing to stop him. Butler’s 
wife turned her pistol on Clary ag she 
saw her husband in danger, but did not 
fire. She then fled in the direction her 
husband had gone.

that Castro was being detained “with- 
out authority of law, and in violation 
of his rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties under the constitution and laws 
of the United States, for the reason 
that he is not within any of the classes 
excluded by law from admission into 
this country.” 

Of his talk with Castro, Mr. Content 
said tonight: 

“General Castro told me-that it was 
his intention to go back Saturday, be- 
cause he had been subjected to annoy- 
ance and embarrassment and mortifi- 
cation; but when he heard that some- 
One was taking an interest in his case, 
he said it would gratify a very dear 
desire of his to be able to visit the 
United States. It was not his intention 
to take up his residence here, but 
merely to have a look at this great 
land of freedom, The interview was 
very short.” 

If the writ is rejected, the attorneys 
intimated, in all probability the case 
will be appealed and carried, if neces- 
sary, to the United States supreme 
court. If it is sustained, Castro will 
be free to land and travel about the 
country as he chooses.

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FOR A CITY EFFECTUAL. 


A movement rich in promise for the gen- 
eral development of Atlanta is that repre- 
sented by the Atlanta City Planning Com- 
mission, recently organized with Alex W/W. 
Smith as chairman of the executive com- 
mittee and with every element of citizenry 
included in the tentative management. it 
is significant that the new association has 
purposes identical with those promulgated 
by the chamber of commerce and that 
already a concert of action is assured. 

Most large European cities and a num- 
ber of American municipalities have ia- 
augurated organizations similar in scope. 
The propaganda flowing from them has, in 
- each instance, resulted in definite plans for 
civic improvement and for live constructive 
policies looking toward the welfare of to- 
morrow as well as that of today. 

At the meeting at which preliminary or- 
ganization was effected a few of the leading 
reforms toward which the commission will 
address its efforts were outlined as includ- 
ing legislation that will aid the city’s deveal- 
opment; transforming unsightly streets into 
handsome boulevards; bringing more manu- 
facturing industries to the city; general 
municipal improvement, 

Reduced to its final terms, the missioa 
of the new association means the making 
of Atlanta into a city effectual. In the 
materialization of that end, labor organi- 
gations, club women, all and sundry of tue 
concrete influences interested in the city’s 
advancement will be given opportunity io 
participate. As Wilmer Moore, president 
of the chamber of commerce, declared, ihe 
keynote of this movement, as of that one 
launched by the organization of which he 
is the head, is co-operation. 

The most hopeful augury of the new 
year is that it begins with the spirit of 
civic alertness and determination for prog- 
ress among its dominant features. 


VALUE OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

The use of vital statistics as a weapon 
to run death and disease from ambush is 
the mission of a campaign to which the 
Association of Life Insurance Presidents 
in this country is about to commit itself. 
The subject is one often discussed by The 
Constitution, as indicating how the lax 
method of collecting such data in Atlanta 
and Georgia militates against health and 
the orderly solution of legal problems. The 
health committee of the life insurance as- 
sociation, in a report recently made public, 
deals unsparingly with these phases of the 
situation. The following extract indicates 
very clearly the inseparable relation be- 
tween general health and a correct com- 
pilation of vital statistics, while shedding 
light on other important features of the 
same subject: 


The most valuable asset of a man, a fam- 
ily or a community is good health. The total 
population of a nation is the aggregate of 
many single units. It follows, therefore, that 
our probiem is with the individual. If he is 
suffering from a disease and his neighbors 
are dying, Or have died, from the same cause, 
we must be able to find him before We can 
cure him or remove the cause. This cannot 
be done without reliable vital statistics. One 
of the most important and wurid-wide move- 
ments of the present day is the corfcerted 
attack on uncieanliness and disease. Dis- 
eases which a few years ago constituted 
. well-grounded cause tor alarm because of 
their contagious character and high mor; 
tality have been brought under subjection 
and practically eradicated. 


As the report states, it is impossible to 
proceed inteliigently against disease or to 
lighten the toll of money and inefficiency 
which is the offspring of digease, unless 
those enlisted in the movement have ac- 
curate information with which to work. A 
bulletin recently issued by the American 
Medical Association. declares that “the 
present condition of the registration of 
vital statistics in the United States, con- 
sidering the country as a whole, is not far 
from constituting a national disgrace,” 


That is putting it mildly. It is a national 
menace, as well a:. disgrace. 

As The Constitution has many times 
shown, the old-world countries maintain 
records of births, of the humblest as well 
as the highest individual, running backward 
several centuries. 
have added to these systems a feature 
touching disease.’ In this country, and, 
s>ecifically; in Atlanta and Georgia, the 
recording of births and, in the majority of 
cases, of the cause of death, is little short 
of farce. 

Enlightened public sentiment should di- 
rect its efforts toward a reform that goes 
to the very basis of the individual and 
collective welfare. 


A NOVEL SUGGESTION. 


Many western papers are joining, in 
apparent sincerity, in a camapign that has 
as its object the placing of James J. Hil 
in the Wilson cabinet as secretary of agri- 
culture. It is argued that every action of 
the creative years of Mr. Hill’s life has 
indicated a rich appreciation of the im- 
portance of agriculture, and that his super- 
skill as an executive would make him prob- 
ably the most achieving holder of the farm 
portfolio in the history of the country. 

The suggestion is interesting, but not at 
all likely to be materialized. It is difficult 
to imagine Mr. Hill giving over his entire 
energies to any position, however conspic- 


uous, in which he could not be his own) 


master. And it is equally difficult to am- 
agine Mr. Wilson overcoming the political 


and other scruples that stand in the way 


of naming the big westerner. 


But the attentiveness with which the | 


idea has been discussed and the friendli- 
ness with which it has been received are 


significant as indicating the esteem in| 
which the nation holds capacity and the 


importance it attaches to the functions of 
the department of agriculture. The quali- 
ties that earned for Mr. Hill, and justly, 
the sobriquet of “empire builder” would 
be manifest to splendid effect in promoting 
the agricultural interests of America. 

We have at last arrived at the realiza- 
tion that the nation is no stronger and no 
richer than its farming population. Simul- 
taneously, we see that the federal govern- 
ment has not given to this class the atten- 
tion its role in the economic game war- 
rants. It is not feasible, nor perhaps desir- 
able, to invite Mr. Hill into the cabinet. 
But the entire country would be the gainer 
if a man approximating his mental girth 
and outlook could be put in charge of its 
fundamental producing interests. 


THE MAN WITHOUT A COUNTRY. 

Castro, loot-laden from Venezuela via 
Europe, reminds us in satirical fashion of 
the great story of Edward Everett Hale; 
for he is, literally, a “man without a 
country.” 

His own nation, for its personal good, 
has rejected him. The old-world tolerates 
him merely for the pilfered gold he has so 
prodigally scattered. Once he is’ pauper- 
ized—and his record is not that of a con- 
servationist—Paris, London, Berlin, Vienna, 
Budapest, those other places of world 
charm that so eagerly welcome. the 
“spender,” are apt to tell him to move on. 

The United States has no need of him. 
He is a menace, a trouble-maker. Back he 
goes to Europe, like the poorest immigrant 
on Ellis island. 

The moral is a wholesome one. The 
world yet harbors and will continue to 
harbor those who foment discord and strife. 
But the case of Castro is a healthy indica- 
tion that civilization is gradually seeing the 
wisdom of ostracising those whose unrest 
is destructive rather than constructive.

“Mon” is out now. He worked steadily a 
week, then dropped from sight. He was not 
up to the pull of the drug. His old friends 
flaunted its allurements in his face. Most 
likely, if you would search his pockets you 
would again find the outfit—a spoon, all sooty 
on the bottom, a syringe, the powder, the-tab- 
lets. The unscrupulous druggist, the fake 
doctor, ‘“‘Piggy” and the rest of his miserable 
companions, all conspired to his fall. He en- 
tered what he thought was the happy land, 
and found there a den of thieves. 

What are we going to do about it? The 
case, of “Mon’’ and the hundreds of others 
like it show the futility of present methods. 
Even if the law is enforced regulating the 
sale of drugs, we have those to deal with who 
are already under the spell, whose lives are 
Spent in spreading the contagion. No more 
saner plan can be devised than that set out 
in the presentments of the November (1912) 
srand jury: 

“It is our opinion, and this grand jury ‘so 
recommends, that suitable quarters ought to 
be arranged for their detention in the county 
jail and their care be committed to the coun- 
ty phiyehoiing sie that visitors be forbidden 
access to them until the county physician 
certifies to the sheriff that they are free 
from the drug. 

“It is further our opinion that no perma- 
nent cure can be effected until the moral na- 
ture of the victim is strengthened and his 
physical self is brought to normal under 
healthful, outdoor labor. 

“We .therefore. recommend that, beside 
their treatment under medical attention, 
while in jail, they serve a part of their sen- 
tences On the county roads, but that they be 
saved, as far as possible, the humiliation of 
labor in chaingangs by having special pro- 
vision made for their clothing, housing and 
work, and that, upon release, they be re- 
ferred to some such organization as the 
Prison Association of Georgia, to the end that 
their new freedom be begun under the most 
favorable circumstances, and they be pro- 
tected from their old associates.”

How a Lucky Chance Brought a 
Million Dollars.

I was chatting with a few friends one 
afternoon after business hours in the office 
of the president of a New York bank when 
something that was said 
reminded me of an an- 
ecdote told me by the 
late Senator Miller, of 
California. He was 
speaking to me at one 
time of his experience as 
a business man, and said 
that, after the war, in 
which he served as a 
general of volunteers, he 
could not command any 
business success. Every 
venture which he made, 
no matter how carefully 
considered and how ap- 
parently well justified, 
turned out a failure. On 
the other hand, upon 
blind chance and with- 
out giving any consid- E. J. EDWARDS. 
eration to the proposition, he took a 
small interest in a vessel that was fitted 
out at San Francisco for seal hunting off 
the coast of Alaska. He hardly gave the 
venture a thought until after the return of 
the vessel and the demonstration made by 
her captain that he had a cargo of sealskins 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. Out 
of that pure chance investment General Mil- 
ler gained a fortune. It was the foundation 
of what became afterward the enormously 
profitable Alaska Seal Company. 

One of my friends who heard this anec- 
dote said: “I can match that. I suppose 
that there never was a man more careful 
about his business investments than Hamil- 
ton McK. Twombly. It was his caution and 
his wise judgment that led to his very in- 
timate representative relations with his 
prothers-in-law, Cornelius and William K. 
Vanderbilt. 

“Yet some of the most cautiously handled 
ventures of Mr. Twombly were not as suc- 
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| cessful as he expected them to be, and in

DID NERO BURN 
ROME? 


Did Nero burn Rome, and did he sit, while 
all around him were shrieks and lamenta- 
tions, and amuse himself by singing “The 
Destruction of Troy,” accompanying himself 
on the lyre? He is accused of having been 
so inhuman. The fire started among the 
wooden buildings in the southern’ end of 
Rome, and it raged for six days. When it 
had fully been gotten under contro] at this 
point. it broke out at another place. It 
was undoubtedly of an incendiary origin. 

Why was Nero blamed? Because he had 
resorted to every imaginable crime. He took 
a great delight in suffering and bloodshed, 
and having satisfied his passion in that 
respect to an almost unimaginable extent, 
the people believed that he next desired to 
see the city laid in ashes, deriving pleasure 
from witnessing the sufferings of hie people 
and the great devastation of his city. 


In just what way he is supposed to have 


dictated the city’s destruction has never 
been told. But reports tell of men who 
rushed through the streets casting lighted 
torches into houses and declarimg they acted 
under imperial orders, So, for all time, the 
burning of Rome has been attributed to 
Nero, and he is accused of gloating over his 
luckless peoples’ misfortune. But, as a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no reason whatever for 
believing that Nero had anything to do with 
the fire, and there is every reason to think it 
was one of the few crimes of which he was 
entirely innocent. 

Through their counsels the first five years 
of Nero’s reign were distinguished by justice 
and clemency; and an anecdote is related of 
him, that having an occasion to sign an 


| 


order for the execution of a malefactor, he 
exclaimed: “Would that I could not write!” 
He discouraged public informers, refused the 
statues of gold and silver which were of- 
fered him by the senate and people, and 
used every part to ingratiate himself with 
the latter. But his mother was enraged to 
find that her power over him became weaker 
every day, and that he constantly disregard- 
ed her advice and refused her requests. His 
neglect of his wife, Octavia, and his criminal 
love of Acte, a woman of low birth, still 
farther widened the breach between him and 
his mother. 

The threats of his mother only served 
to hasten the death of Britannicus, whose 
murder forms the commencement of that 
long catalogue of crime, which afterwards 
disgraced the reigns of Nero. But while the 
management of public affairs appears from 
the testimony of most historians to have 
been wisely conducted by Burrus and Seneca, 
Nero indulged in private in dissipation and 
profligacy. He was accustomed, in company 
with other young men of his own age, to 
sally into the streets of Rome at night, in 
order to rob and maltreat passengers, and 
even to break into private houses, and carry 
off the property of their owners. But these 
extravagances were comparatively harmless. 
His love for Poppaea, whom he had seduced 
from Ootho, led him into more serious crimes. 
Poppaea, who was ambitious of sharing the 
imperial throne, perceived that she could not 
hope to attain her object while Agrippina 
was alive, and, accordingly, induced Nero 
to consent to the murder of his mother. 

It was in the tenth year of his reign 
(A. D., 64), that Rome was almost destroyed 
by fire. 
the city was divided, four only remained en- 
tiré. It was generally believed that he had 
Set fire to the city himself, but from many 
circumstances, however, it appears improb- 
able that Nero was guilty of this crime. His 
guilt, indeed, is asserted by Suetonius and 
Dio Cassius, but Tacitus admits that he was 
not able to prove the truth of the accusa- 
tion. In order, however, to remove the 
suspicions of the people, Nero spread a re- 
port that the Christians were the authors 
of the fire, and numbers of them were 
seized and put to death. Their execution 
served as an amusement to the people. Some 
were covered with skins of wild beasts, and 
were torn to pieces by dogs. Others were 
crucified; and several were smeared with 
pitch and other combustible materials; and 
burned in the imperial gardens in the night. 
Nero was undoubtedly “The Tyrant,” but 
that he burned Rome is a mystery that has 
never been solved.

Of all the cities in the United States none 
is more prominent or more highly spoken 
of than Charleston, S. C. 

Charleston is of very ancient and distin- 
guished birth, having been founded before 
the year 1700. In most of the history which 
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“The spirit of eternal truth which always 
bounces when it is crushed to earth.” 


the United States has compiled, Charleston 
has been very active. It is impossible to read 
more than four pages in any account of the 
American revolution or the civil war with- 
out. meeting Charleston careering madly to 
fame in a storm of bullets. 

Charleston called the first Continental 
congress. It produced a vice president. It 
passed the constitution and defied the gov- 
ernment. It seceded from the union and stood 


a three years’ siege. It was twice bombarded 
by the British. It was destroyed by fire and 
Saved by a fort of palmetto logs. It enter- 
tained the most disastrous earthquake that 
has visited this country up to the time of the 
Frisco shiver. It has provided local color for 
a shelf full of novels. It has half a dozen 
Steamship lines. It built a world’s fair and 
recovered from it. It produced Major Hemp- 
hill, whose ideas are quoted with respect by 
the New York newspapers. Railroads sell ex- 
cursion tickets to Charleston from all over 
the country. No map of the nation, no mat- 
ter how small, is complete without at least 
an emaciated flyspeck representing Charles- 
ton, even though Pittsburg, Cleveland and St. 
Louis are left out of said maps to make room. 

The casual collector of information who 
has only read of Charleston and has evaded 
Statistics will therefore be somewhat dazed 
to learn that Charleston has only 58,000 peo- 
ple, of whom not over 25,000 are white. 
Charleston, with its 25,000 white men, is big- 
ger in history and headlines than many a 
city of half a million. 

Charleston is a quaint and beautiful south- 
ern town, with rare old churches and houses, 
handsome palmetto avenues, the manners of 
two centuries ago, the pride of two Spains 
boiled down Into one, the temper of a stick 
of dynamite and the spirit of eternal truth 


which always bounces when it is crushed to 
earth. It has been burned down, shot down, 


tipped over and buried under weeds from a 
three years’ blockade. But in spite of all 
these things it has always risen again with 
both fists doubled. It is the slowest growing 
of all American cities, but it doesn’t have to 
grow. It was born big. If Charleston had 
100,000 people it would run all over the south. 


the latter years of his life he was inclined 
to think that chance or a quality of luck 
played no unimportant part in winning busi- 
ness successes. 

“The justice of that view was , proved 
shortly after the death of Mr. Twombly, in 
1910. It was discovered by those who had 
the management of his estate that there 
was one item in it which represented an 
income, I think of three hundred thousand 
dollars a year, and which was based upon 
the investment made by Mr. Twombly four 
or five years, earlier without any serious 
consideration lot the proposition. He simply 
made the investment upon pure chance. 

“There came to him one day a man who 
said that he knew a man of science who had 
invented a machine which would make it 
possible to get at the enormous beds of 
sulphur that underlay a portion of Louisiana. 
This man confessed that many men of cap- 
ital whom he had approached had turned 
him down. He said that he only needed a 
little capital. If Mr. Twombly were willing 
to invest from forty thousand to fifty thou- 
sand dollars, the probabilitied were that he 
would realize a thousandfold on the invest- 
ment. 

“Mr. Twombly asked a few questions 
about the machine, and was satisfied that 
it could do the work expected of it. He 
did not know, however, whether the de- 
posits of sulphur forty or fifty feet below 
the surface were small or whether they were 
inexhaustible. It was a remote chance and 
the risk of losing fifty thousand dollars; but 
after a little consideration of the matter Mr. 
Twombly decided to take the risk. 

“With the money which he furnished he 
secured a considerable block of stock in 
the company. The money was sufficient to 
put the machine in operation. Within a year 
and a half that sulphur mine was pouring 
the equivalent of gold into the pockets of the 
few stockholders of the venture. Mr. Twom- 
bley’s profit, I think, in the third year of 
his investment was somewhat in excess of 
three hundred thousand dollars. A few weeks 
after his death it was discovered that’ his 
returns from an investment of about fifty 
thousand dollars were already approximately 
a million dollars. That was a fortune gained 
by luck—practically by pure chance.”

‘ONE NEWSPAPER EVERY DAY

How could any woman feel other 
than important and do other than be- 
ginthe day withahearty laugh if she 
read yesterday morning’s paper, even 
if she only scanned the head lines, for 
on the first page the three leading 
stories hinged in some way upon 
woman, or with man’s view. of her— 
and that is always funny! 

Especitaly so if the man is one of 
those wise ones who will say “there 
is one thing I do know, and that is 
woman.” Besides the absurdity of it, 
it is really not chrvatrous of men to 
claim they know all about women, for 
one of the joys of the “female of the 
species” is the realization that though 
“deadly.” as Mr. Kipling calls her, she 
still believes herself to be a sort of 
mystery! 

Besides the general information a 
woman can get from the daily paper:

But above this, there is that deli- 
cious humor of the daily paper when 
it presents the news of woman, and 
all the trouble she its giving in this 
day and time, not only as just ‘“‘trou- 
blesome woman.” but as an individual 
a claimant for censideration in all pub- 
lic matters. I stop the program mapped 
out for me in this woman’s column— 
which today was to have contained 
an article on how to begin to reno- 
vate the complexion and hair, when 
the wardrobe had been patched—that 
I may urge upon all women to read a 
daily paper.

Wind, Snow, Steet and Rain} 
Mingle in Atlanta Friday, 


Freezing Temperature Predicted for 
Today, With About 38 Degrees 
at Noon. 


Just plain cold weather, with a freez- 
ing temperature early this morning and 
about 38 degrees at noon is predicted 
for Atlanta today, after the wind, sleet, 
rain and snow storm which howled in 
a mile-a-minute gale over the city 
early yesterday, smashing plate glass 
windows, breaking down telephone 
poles and threatening the chimney 
tops. 

To be more exact in figures, the gale: 
which swept Atlanta, and which was 
felt seriously along the Atlantic sea- 
poard, drove through here atone time 
from the northwest at the rate of 58 
miles an hour, and from midnight until 
nearly 3 o'clock Friday afternoon aver- 
aged about 32 miles an hour. 

Only One Such Wind Before, 

Only once before in weather bureau 
history hag the city felt such a wind 
storm, and never before has a north- 
west wind blown with such ‘force. On 
March 24, 1909, the weather man’s ine 
struments recorded a 66-mile per hour 
gale, and then it seemed that even the 
skyscrapers rocked with the force of 
the wind which swirled and twisted in 
the streets between the structures and 
nearly blew pedestrians off their feet. 

From along the Atlantic coast line 
reports came in during the day of a 
gale that hurled water onto the streets 
of Newport News, and for a time cut 
Norfolk, Va., off from the rest of the 
world. Wireless messages flashed up 
and down the coast, and anxiety was 
felt for the Atlantic fleet gathering off 
Hampton Roads. 

By the dawn of today the storm had 
passed safely into the Atlantic ocean, 
there to dissipate itself in fruitless 
tossing of ocean waves, and all the 
coast townsmen breathed a sigh of 
relief, 


Two Distinct Snowstorms. 


During the gale two distinct snow- 
storms were reported in Atlanta; one 
fell for a few minutes about 2 o'clock 
Friday morning and the other came 
down five hours later. Sleet and rain 
intermingled followed in the early part 
of the morning, but the thermometer 
was not low enough for a coating of 
ice to form on the pavements. 

The weather felt really much colder 
on account of the wind than it really 
was, and many people were surprised 
to note that during afl the time the 
mercury had never dropped lower than 
to 30 degrees. 

One effect of the wind was to show 
Atlanta without a smoke pall hanging 
uver its buildings and hiding the hori- 
zon on all gides. The gusty winds were 
too much for the pillars of unconsumed 
carbon issuing form chimney stacks, 
and old Boreas proved himself supe- 
rior as a smoke eradicator to all the 
smoke boards and smoke inspectors the 
city has ever provided.

Shipping and Other Property Dam- 
aged by Gale That Swept Along 
Atlantic Coast. 


Washington, January 3.—The south- 
west gale which swept the Atlantic 
coast states with great fury today, 
had by tonight spent most of its force 
in that section of the country. In its 
path, however, the storm had Ileft 
much damage to shipping and property 
and crippled wire commuulication. Up 
to a late hour tonight no loss of life 
had been reported. ‘ 

The storm, which struck Virginia 
with especial fury, later passed up 
the Atlantic coast and was tonight 
central over the lower St. Lawrence 
valley. Storm warnings were ordered 
displayeqd on the Atlantic coast from 
Eastport, Maine, to Wilmington, N. C. 
The storm is remarkable, according to 
weather bureau officials, for both the 
rapidity of itg development and for its 
abnormally low barometer reading. It 
had moved slowly across the country 
in the form of a narrow north and 
south trough, with only moderate in- 
tensity until today, when it developed 
into a terrific gale central over Vir- 
ginia.

Several small vyster 
schoonerg are unaccounted for tonight, 
and it is feared that they and their 
crews have gone down. Norfolk suf- 
fered some property damage and de- 
moralization of wires, and much dam- 
age was done to property in Richmond.

There would be no interference 
With promotion, nor would the meim- 
bers of the present staff corps lose any 
of their praesent advantages. There 
will be more co-operation and greater 
efficiency. 

To Oust Unfit Officers. 

Discussing means for the elimination 
of unfit officers, the chie¢ of staff says: 

“The full efficiency of an organia- 
tion of men cannot be secured with- 
out a system by which the merits of 
the individuals shall have some effect 
ypon their advancement. ; 

“The army has long suffered 
the lack of such system,” the gen- 
eral continues.

FUNERAL SHIP 
ARRIVES IN FOG 
U. S. Battleships Accompany 


the Natal, Bearing Reid’s 
‘ Body, Into Port. 


New York, January 3.—The budy of 
Whitelaw Reid, United States ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, was brought 
home today by the _ British cruiser 
Natal, convoyed by a guard of Amer- 
ican warships. 

The funeral ship came slowly 
through the fog up the lower bay and 
harbor, dropped anchor in the Hudson 
off West Ninety-eighth street, fired a 
salute of nineteen guns, and broke out 
the union jack’at her bow and the 
British naval ensign at her stern. High 
above them floated the stars and stripes 
at half-mast, on the military mast. 

Almost at the moment of the anchor- 
ing, the sun came forth for the first 
time today and the throngs on shore 
were able clearly to see the English 
fighting craft and her escorts. Six 
ship lengths behind the Natal the Unit- 
ed States battleship Florida came to 
anchor, and about six lengths behind 
her the North Dakota. Alongside, near 
the New Jersey shore, were the destroy= 
ers Roe, Drayton, McCall and Paulding. 

The Florida returned the Natal’s sa- 
lute of nineteen guns, and, as did the 
other ships in the cortege, broke out 
the English ensign at her military 
mast. On shore awaited a black-draped 
caisson, on which the late ambassador's 
body was to be borne to the cathedral 
of St. John the Divine. 

The funeral services tomorrow will 
be attended by President Taft, Secre- 
tary Knox and James Bryce, the British 
ambassador, among others.

Bail was based on the number of years 
which the prisoners have been sen- 
tenced to serve—$10,000 for each year.

Those who received sentences of six 
years must furnish $60,000; four years, 
$40,000, and so on down to $10,000 for 


one-year sentences. Defense's lawyers 
stated that money enough to admit all 
to bail would be forthcoming. 

Judge Baker, who delivered the opin- 
fon of the court, stated that Judge An- 
derson, before whom the alleged con- 
Spirators were tried, would be author- 
ized to pass on any bonds offered. 

The judge said that in cases like that 
at Indianapolis—where a writ of super- 
sedeas has been applied for before sen- 
tence has been executed—it ts not usual 
to expedite the carrying out of the 
sentence, but to await action by the 
court of appeals.
